A cosresponident reports as follows co terning the state of 
Messrs. Dallas and Ring, who were recentlWattacked at Yedo :— 
When the wounds had been carefully dressed they'were con- 
veyed to their quarters. Their recovery was for some time de- 
ired of, fever having set in, hut at latest accounts they were 
both continuing to do well. The assassins made their escape: 
Immediately on the news of the outrage renching the authorities 
the gates of the city were closed, detectives sent through the 
city, and every means used to secure the capture of the guilty 
parties, but, up to latest advices, without success. The latest 
news is as follows: Messrs. Dallas and Ring were both going on 
well, and are quite cheerful and hopeful of recoverv. The man 
arrested was not Mr. Dallas's servant, but a young officer who had 
been out with them. and was at the time of the attack some yards 
in front of them. He was either a pupil or an interpreter, if we 
understand aright.. Nothing was expected to be got out of him, 
but it was deemed right to examine him, to know why, having 

his sword upon him, he did not draw in their defence. 








CHINA.

: PEKING. 

.It is announced that M. Deschamps, of the Customs’ service, is 
appointed by the Tsung-le Yamun Interpreter to the Imperial 
Government to be resident at Peking on a salary of £3,000 per 
annum. M. Deschamps’ name will c familiar to our readers as 
that of one of the Secretaries and Interpreters to the famous or 
infamous: Buncombe Embassy of the late Mr. Burlingame. 


SHANGHAI. 
The dates extend to the 1st Feb. The London mail of Dec. 2 


arrived out on the 2lst Jan. 


The following items are from the North China Ierald :— 

The first practical experience of the war in Europe has been. 
brought home to us in Shanghai, by the seizure of the British. 
barque Robert [ickmers by the French steamer Linois. Until 
within the last few days the Lobert Rickmers had been under 
North German colours, but had registered at the British Consu-, 
late, in consequence of a transfer of ownership to a British firm, 
effected in Europe. She cleared from the Shanghai Customs on. 
the 19th, and sailed from Woosung on the 21st, under the English; 
flag, with papers in proper order. The Linvis followed her, 
twenty-four hours later, captured the vessel and sent her 
crew up as prisoners to the French steamer Venus. We have not 
heardon what ground the capture is based ; no doubt the French 
commander was ignorant of the transfer. H.B.M. Consul and the. 
Senior Naval Officer in port have protested against the seizure. 

A sham fight has certainly eclipsed in interest any other looal 
occurrence. The Miholoongs and No. 3 Rifle Company, with tha 
Rangers and one gun, under Captain Brewer, formed the defend- 
ing force ; Nos. 1 and 2 Rifle Companies, with two guns, under, 
Captain Maclean, starting afterwards to the attack. It had, 
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been arranged that the fight should take place on the banks 
of the Soochow Creek; and after some hot skirmishing 
the two ties came to close quarters alongside of Messrs. 
Miller and Batt’s bungalow. It would need far more skilled 
criticism than we can pretend to to decide who won the event 
of the eventful day. We incline, ourselves, to an opinion 
that there was, properly, not a man left on either side to tell the 
tale. Towards the close the rien subdivision of No. 1 Company 
executed a brilliant charge at No.3, who were compelled to retire, 
but were soon rejnforced by the Miboloongs, who engaged in a 
hand-to-hand confilet without even fixing their swords, and 
must therefore have suffered terribly, though they greatly out- 
numbered their opponents. The combat was resumed after a 
pause, and No. 3 Company then achieved the great event of the 

y by surprising and capturing the opposing gun, showing in 
the act a noble disregard of the withering fire of grape with which 
their advance was greeted. One of the guns with the attacking 
party had, in the meantime, been left alone to sustain a brilliant 
charge of Rangers, which, however, it gallantly repulsed with the 
aid of its colleague, which came opportunely to the rescue. 
Finally the opponents piled arms and fraternised round a cask of 
beer, which made a most opportune appearance. We said “ frater- 
nised ;”” but the struggle was truly more severe to reach the 
beer than it had been in the foughten field. Imagine some two 
hundred and thirty men struggling for the possession of a dozen 
tumblers, and striving all at once to reach the small space occu- 
pied by the front of a beer barrel, and the scene may be con- 
eeived which followed the battle of Soochow Creek. About 
5 p.m. the order was given to fall in and resume the homeward 
march, Some active skirmishing drill was gone through on the 
way, and the settlement reached about 6 P.M. 

Boe bridge near the West Gate, on the French road to Sika- 
way, has fallen in, the bank having given way in consequence of 
the excavations from the creek. So all traffic has, for the time, 
to pass over the Chinese bridge alongside. Earth has been placed 
on this to fill up the, interstices between the steps and give it a 
smooth surface ; traps manage to get over it somehow, though 
the process is something like driving over the roof of a house. 

A correspondent again calls attention to the deterioration which 
is taking place in the river channel of Shanghai. We fancy he 
exaggerates the case, as the tides just now are dead neap, and the 
low water mark would therefore appear unusually low. Still, 
there is no doubt of the fact that the channel is deteriorating ; 
and as the matter is one of the highest importance, not only in a 
commercial point of view, but to owners of property in the Fo- 
veign Settlements, we can only repeat our surprise that it is al- 
lowed to remain so long neglected. 

An interesting case was tried in the Supreme Court, in which 
Messrs. Pustau and Co. sued Messrs. Chapman, King and Co., for 
the restoration of a quantity‘of lead atored at the Hongkew wharf, 
for which they are agents. ‘The plaintiffs sold the lead to a China- 
man, who paid them for it in worthless bank orders, obtained the go- 
down order, and hypothecated this to Messrs. Chapman, King and 
Qo. Finding the orders worthless, Messrs. Pustau and Uo. tried 
to recover possession of the lead, but the jury found for the 
defendants. 

The case Rex v. Hentig terminated in the prisoner pleading 

ilty and receiving a sentence of four months’ imprisonment. 

The Fire Brigade were called out by an alarm of fire at Messrs. 
Russell and Co.’s junior hong. A policeman saw smoke issuing 
from the roof and gave the alarm—not, as it proved, a minute too 
soon. One of the large beams had caught, ¢pparently from the 
chimney, and a large piece of it had burned when it was disco- 
vered. fortunately a number of buckets of water were at hand 
ready for use, and the inmates of the hong (who are nearly all 
hook and ladder men) were able to put out the fire before it gained 
headway. The Miholoong truck was on the spot very soon after 
the bell had rung, and the members gave useful aid. ‘The fire 
engines also came well up in time, but their assistance was not 
needed. It is exveedingly fortunate that the fire broke out in the 
daytime, when it could be detected at the outset, and that a sup- 
ply of water was at hand—otherwise the house might now have 
presented a sister spectacle to the British Consulate. At night 
the chances are nothing would have been heard or seen until the 
whole roof was in flames. As it is, the harm to the roof can be easily 
repaired, and a spoiled carpet or two on the upper floor will re- 
present the balance of the damage. 

Official correspondence has been handed to us, denying that 
Chinese endeavoured to plunder the Ellen Castle, when she was 
wrecked on the Newchwang bar. We can only say that our in- 
formation came from the agents of the vessel, who must have 
been strangely misled. H.B.M. Consul, however, avers that the 
Oelestials did not draw upon themselves the blank cartridge of 
HM. Marines, s0 it seems clear that the sympathy expressed with 
Mr. Wade, at the alleged result of the @ "3 atay in 
Newchwang, was misplaced ; and we gladly second his effort to 
relieve the Chinese from the calumny fixed upon them. 

MR. HARGREAVESS EXAMINATION. 

In the Bankruptcy Court W. Hargreaves, sworn, stated :— 
About the end of May, 1867, I had about £430 in hand in cash, 
and furniture to between £2,000 and £3,000 in Shanghai; Gas 
shares 76, 20 of which were mortgaged for an indefinite sum, but 
which sum afterwards turned out to be Tis. 1,200; also 2 Dock 
shares, worth then Tis, 2,500, mortgaged for a credit of £1,000 to 
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the Chartered Mercantile Bank, to be drawn in London ; also TO- 
perty in the French Concession worth Tls. 4,000. I owed B. Liebert 
about £6,500, Hydes and Jones £6,000, and J. O. Johnston £1,000. 
The furniture was my private property. In June I commenced 
business with Mr. Thorburn, under a written agreement. The 
terms were that I was to advance £15,000 and Mr. Thorburn 
£10,000, and that I was to come out to Shanghai, as agent for him, 
under power of attorney. I advanced £10,000; five thousand 
of which £ borrowed from Mr. Jones of London, without security, 
and £5,000 from him, with Liebert’s security. There was alsoa 
private agreement between Thorburn, myself aud Jones. It was 
that, 8o soon as I received my release from Smith, Kennedy, and Oo.’s 
firm, that I was to become a partner with Mr. Thornburn, on the 
terms that I was to get 3-5ths interest, and Thorburn2-5ths. Icame 
to Shanghai in August 1867. Igot my release from Smith, Kennedy 
and Co. in March 1869. Before I left London it was clearly under- 
stood between myself and Mr. Thorburnjthat we were to be partners 
from the beginning, in proportion to our capital, and the written 
agreement was merely tosecurethe earnings against Smith, Kenned 
and Co.’s creditors. This document, which I hand in, isa dra 
of the private understanding between myself and Mr. Thorburn. 
It isin the latter’s handwriting, with additions by myself and 
Jones. The furniture in Shanghai was the property of the trustees 
of my wife under the marriage settlement. Adjourned till the 
18th of February, to enable bankrupt to separate furniture 
bought after his arrival in Shanghai from that previously in his 
possession. 
MEMORIAL FROM CHUNG HOW. 


The Cycle translates the following amusing memorial from 
Chung How, requesting the Emperor to confer some mark of ap- 
proval upon the Queen of Heaven,as a reward for the way in 
which she has recently looked after the grain unks upon the 
coast. The matter has been referred to the Board of Rites :—~ 

Chung How reports that}having for many years filled the office 
of Superintendent of Trade, he has had constant opportunities of 
observing to what an extent coasting craft and the ships from 
Fukien and Kuangtung depend upon the grace of the Queen of 
Heaven, each vessel having on board a tablet inscribed to her. 

| In obedience to the Imperial will, your slave is now departing 
for foreign countries, having already passed by seven provinces, 
namely, Fengtien, Chihli, Shantung, Kiangsu, Chekiang, Fukien, 
and Kuangtung. During this passage he has observed that all 
along the ten or fifteen thousand i of coast which bounds the em- 
pire, the people everywhere derive their support from labour on the 
sea. Whether they are fishermen or salt collectors, they work day 
and night in tempest and amid the waves. Therefore it is espe- 
cially necessary to invoke the mercy of the sacred spirit on their 
behalf. The importance of the tratlic by sea is enormous, whether 
between the ports or with foreign countries, whence warlike stores 
of all kinds are brought to supply our wants. This, indeed, de- 
mands even greater attention than the et of the people ; 
wherefore it 18 begged that an honourific epithet may be con- 
ferred upon the goddess, and that offerings may regularly be made 
at her altars, whereby the people will be lcd to display increased 
reverence for her. 

Few of our readers are perhaps aware how greatly those of our 
residents who have correspondence with Peking are indebted to 
the Custom’s department for the conveyance of the same between 
Shanghai and the northern capital during the winter season. 
However we may blame Mr. Hart and his administration in some 
respects, we certainly have to thank him for organising a system 
which has become a great public convenience. The expense of 
the service, to say nothing of the amount of work it entails 
on the staff, is no slight matter, for every ten catty bag of 
mail matter requires a separate courier, and often as many 
as six bags go forward on the arrival of every mail from 
Europe. Each of these bags costs the Chinese Government 
about thirty dollars for overland conveyance between Chinkiang 
and Peking, a single mail therefore amounts to from one hundred 
and fifty to one hundred and eighty dollars, while for the season, 
upwards of two thousand dollars are expended on this service. 
We were quite surprised to see the amount of trouble which the 
departure of a Peking mail entails on the office of the Chief Tide. 
Surveyor, where a miniature post-office has been organised. Let- 
ters for Tientsin and Peking are forwarded free for all senders, 
newspapers only being restricted to members of the Custom’s ser- 
vice and foreign legations. This restriction was found absolutely 
necessary, for if missionaries also could be brought within the 
privileged classes, the mail could not possibly be kept within 
anything like reasonable bounds, while the expense and trouble 
would be increased beyond all endurance. 

Messrs. John Thorne and Co. have disposed of, by public auc- 
tion, 1,313 tons of North Wales coals, ex Andromeda. The lot 
was knocked down to a Chinese buyer at Tis. 5.50 per ton. This 
cargo, it is not surprising, considering the lengthy passage made 
by the vessel, is ina very poorcondition. A fire has occurred on 
board, but it was extinguished without much damage having 
been done. [This vessel has been reported in Liverpool as lost, 
after leaving Shanghai.—Ep. L. & C. 7.) 

We have to acknowledge a copy of the schedule and report of 


the Land Assessment Committee, which forms a volume of over 
sixty pages. The report has been already published, so requires 
no fresh notice at our hands. The schedule is ly compiled, 
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and gives every possible information, from the name of the owner 
of each plot, down to the amount of municipal and Chinese taxes 
which he has to pay for his privilege. The gross assessed value 
of land registered in the English and American Concessions is Tls. 
5,707.50, and the municipal taxes payable on it are Ts. 11,768. 

A meeting of shareholders in the French Gas Company was 
held on the 27th Jan. The report by the directors exhibits a 
very satisfactory position of affairs. The net profits realised dur- 
ing the year onded 31st December amount to Tls. 7,218, aut of 
which it was agreed tq declare a dividend at the rate of 8 per 
cent., which will absorb Tls. 8,040, to carry Ts. 3,600 to reserve, 
and the remainder to the new year’s account. A reduction in the 
price of gas from 17 to 16 cents per cubic metre was agread to 
mneniniously. . 

The new bell tower in the Municipal Compound has heen com- 
pleted, and the bell of the old church, handed over for the pur- 

se, put up in it. The tower is seventy feet high, and there can 
Be no doubt this commanding elevation will be sufficient to give 
warning to the furthest limits af the Settlements. The tower is 
a substantial erection, roughly finished as yet ; but was only de- 
sired to have it up for use as early as possible, and “ appear- 
ances” may be satisfied at leisure, 

The excavation of the Sikaway is finished, and the water has 
been again let in. Those who remember what a disagreeable 
looking bed of mud it used to be will appreciate the deep clear 
canal into which it has been converted. Whereas it was before 
im ble at half-tide, it has now several feet at dead low water. 

ur Ningpo correspondent writes that the barque Haimlota, 
which had been ashore for some dayg outside of Chinhai, was got 
off on the 27th, but was again blown ashore, and became a total 
wreck forty-eight hours Jater. A court of inquiry is to he held. 
The weather very cold and a little snow. 

There has been great delay in the arrival of the new Futai, to 
take up his office at Soochow, the provincial capital of Kiangsu. 
The explanation is Fung-shuey. There is something wrong in 
the “ influences” of the palace, Two Governors have lost their 
mothers there, withiu the last eight years, and the new incum- 
bent fears a similar fatality. 





FORMOSA. 
THR CAMPHOR TRADE. 

The Hong Kong Daity Press, in an article upon the camphor 
monopoly, regrets that the present Consul is disposed to support 
the Chinese officials in re-imposing the embargo on the trade 
which led to the disturbance at the end of 1868, and to the 
capture of the Amping Fort by Lieut. Gurdon, and which since 
that time had become entirely suppressed. The manner in which 
this embargo has been enforced is extremely simple. It seems 
that the Taoutai of the island, who resides at Taiwanfoo, sold 
the exclusive right to trade in camphor every year to a com- 
pany of Cantonese, and that large sums were thus made both by 
the Taoutai and the monopolists. The latter, who were aided by 
the Taoutai and his soldiers, forced the producers to take their 
camphor to recognised stations, and took the strongest measures 
to prevent their selling it to foreigners. The produce collected 
in this manner found its way to Banea, a town about twelve 
miles up the Tamsui River, where a market was established in 
which foreigners were nominally allowed to trade; but the 
prices at which the camphor was offered were so high 
as to preclude foreigners from entering the market with 
any chance of making a profit upon shipments to Hong 
Kong. The end desired was thus completely attained. This 
system was very lucrative to the Mandarins, to the mono- 
pons to the soldiers in their pay, but ruinous to the producers. 

he latter consequently endeavoured to free themselves from this 
injustice, and took steps to induce foreigners to buy the pro- 
duce direct from them, which with the aid of some of the country 
people was done. The foreign purchasers who had to conve 
their produce down from the interior were frequently molested by 
the mandarin soldiers,and many of the natives :found aiding 
them were taken up, put into prison, beaten, and in some cases 
even beheaded. The circumstance was pointed out to Mr. Consul 
Gregory, but he maintained his opinion, and would do nothing. 
Fortunately, however, this gentleman went home on leave, and 
his successor, Mr. Holt, impressed upon the officials that the 
monopoly was contrary to the Treaty rights of foreigners, and so 
sueceeded after much trouble in quashing it. 

An attempt has recently been made to re-establish the old state 
of affairs, and it appears that, notwithstanding all that has taken 
place, Mr. Consul Gregory is disposed to uphold the monopoliats, 
and there seems to be no doubt that his having expressed such an 
opinion is the chief reason why the Chinese have had the temerity to 
attempt to re-establish the embargo. It is certainly to be greatly 
regretted that this question, which had been entirely settled, 
should be revived, and it seems unaccountable that the present 
Consul could not maintain the ground which had been gained 
with much difficulty by his predecessor. 





TAKOW—FORMOSA. 
a (North China Herald. 

We observe with pleasure that an additional trade report has 
been added to those already issued from the Oustoms press for 
the year 1869, namely, that from the port of Takow, in South 
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Formosa. This seems, for some reason or other, not to have been 
forthcoming when the others made their appearance; but the 
volume for 1869 has now been rebound, and reissued in its com- 
plete form. 

Late as it is, the Takow report is not devoid of interest. To 
the mass of foreign residents in China that port is little known, 
and of slight importance individually ; but we are all more or 
less interested in the debate which is now going on, as to whether 
or no we shall voluntarily surrender a right gained at. so much 
trouble, which cogts so little to retain, and which is year by 
year becoming of more value; and any addition to our infor- 
mation gon the subject is, under the circumstances, doubly wel- 
come. Takow, like most other places, has had its dark day ; 
in fact it may be said that, through the grosa mismanagement 
wilful obstruotiveness of the local officials, it haa never had a 
chance of showing what its capabilities as a producing district are. 
But,zecent events, with which our readers are all familiar, have 
created 9 great change in this respect, and there is now no doubt 
that, if let alone, it will soon become of very considerable 
importance to all concerned in the carrying and local trade of 
China. If the Chinese Government were alive to their own 
interests, they would be ‘the first to cry out against the 
closing of the port, for it can produce in almost any quan- 
tity sugar and rice—two of the necessaries of life to all the 
people in the North of China; and it ought to be the care of the 

evernment to foster whatever means are likely to facilitate the 
transport of those staples. Even from a selfish point of view it 
would almost seem to be worth while for the Central Government 
to pay the paltry couple of thousand pounds or so that it at pre- 
sent costs the British Government to maintain the Consular Es- 
tablishment there, for the foreign trade produces them a revenue 
of Tls. 72,000, very little of which would find its vy into the Im- 
perial Treasury if the trade were allowed to get under the control 
of the local mandarins again. 

The most important feature, however, in the present report, is an, 
able and interesting account of a visit to the Formosan savages, by 
Mr. T. Hughes, an assistant in the Customs service, and then sta- 
tioned at Takow. The eastern portion of the island, as our readers 
are aware, is peopled by a race of savages living in a sate of pure 
barbarism. Four years ago, attention was attracted to them by the 
murder of the shipereckad captainand crew of the American barque 
Rover, who, after narrowly escaping death by drowning were, without 
cause or offence, slaughtered in cold blood immediately on reaching 
the shore. The consequence was an armed expedition against them 
by the Chinese authorities of Taiwanfoo, at the instigation of 
the U.S. Consul at Amoy ; but instead of exterminating the rege 
as was probably the original object of the expedition, a treaty o 
peace and friendship was made with a chief named Tok-e-tok. It 
is satisfactory to know that this, the first occasion on which the 
treaty was tested, has justified the expectations of the makers. 
It is true that no Europeans were among the shipwrecked, but 
we trust that, should such a case occur again, the same clemency 
will be shown to them as was shown to the Malays and Chinese in 
the present instance. 








HONG KONG. 

Dates are to the 8th Feb. The London mail (French) of Dec.

The China Mailhas the following on the bling farm :—If 
the attitude which Chief Justice Smale has taken ‘up against the 
gambling licenses can be legally sustained, there should bea 
speedy termination to the present connection of the Government 
of this Colony with a set of miserable gamblers, Sir R. MacDon- 
nell, to whom the infliction of this disgrace is primarily due, did not 
disguise his meaning. In fact it wasso coarsely put asto becontemp- 
tuous towards the moral sense of the members of his Government, 
“Gentlemen (said Sir Richard to the Council), if you don’t license 


Y | gambling there will be a deficit in the revenue ; if you do, there 


will be asurplus.” His Excellency,as wehaverepeated|y said, put the 
matter asone partly of revenue and police, but revenue was his chief 
point. There was but one member of Council, the Hon. Mr. Parry, 
whodirectly opposed his Becellsney The Hon. Mr. Gibb, admitting 
the necessity for more money, mildly suggested a doubling of the 
house and police rates, instead of the gambling license fee, and 
in preference to the Stamp Act, which then seemed to be the only 
alternative as the means of increasing the revenue. But the 
uestion now arises, upon the opinion expressed by the Chief 
ustice, whether an attempt should not be made to wipe out this 
gambling license disgrace. In sentencing a convict, who had 
passed _ forged bank-note in a licensed gambling-house, his Lord- 
ship said :— 
oA at present advised, I am more than ever inclined to believe 
that the weight of argument leads to the conclusion that each 
gambling-house in thig colony is not protected by the license 
under which it is kept open. All admit that by the common law 
it is an indictable nuisance, but for the license, and that except 
as being authorised by ordinance no license can authorise the 
keeping the gaming-houses. It seems to me that no ordinance in 
words or in meaning authorises the grant of a license, and the 
law will not imply a meaning authorising any one to authorise 
a misdemeanour which by common law is indictable. These con- 
siderations involve vast money amounts, but what is of infinitely 
higher moment they involve vast moral questions. This matter 
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ought not to be left any longer in doubt ; it was said that the 
licensing system would end with the beginning of this year, but 
it is renewed under new and more vigorous conditions.” 

We hear that very recently Messrs. Olyphant and Co. have 
been the unwilling contributors to the Special Fund to the extent 
of over $2,000. Their shroff was entrusted during the temporary 
absence of the compradore at Macao with the charge of the iron 
chest. He managed during his short term of locum tenens to make 
away with this sum of money, which is said to be traceable to the 
coffers of the Government Institution known asthe “ Play Houses” 
founded by Sir Richard MacDonnell. It is hardly necessary to 
mention that the gambler has made his levant, leaving the com- 
pradore to make good and mourn over his loss. 

It is said that Lee Fook Tai, the present Governor of Can ton 
is to be transferred to Kwangzsi to fill a similar appointment, and 
that he will start very shortly for his new post, which has been 
vacant for some time. The Governor General, in the meantime, 
will perform the duties of the office vacated by Lee Fook Tai, 
and amalgamate the pay of it with his own. 

A correspondent, under date Whampoa, Jan. 29, says :—The 
gunboats of H.C.I.M.’s Customs appear to have had a busy time 
of it, inasmuch as the down-river passengers per Kiukiang, yester- 
day, report having met several of them with half a dozen prize 
junks in tow, en route for the city of Rams. Of the crews of the 
piratical or smuggling craft nothing was seen; perhaps they had 
all managed to “ skedaddle”’ in good season, in order to save their 
precious necks, or else they had been placed ut of sight, to pre- 
vent their heads being knocked into pieces by stray balls from 
other venturesome “ buccaneering ” boats passing at the time. 

The Hon. Mr. Rowett has been appointed Member of the Le- 
gislative Council, vice Hon. H. B. Gibb, resigned. 

We learn by the steamer Yesso that the British barque Viole, 
from Yokohama, was totally lost on the Lee-chu Islands. The 
master and crew escaped, and arrived safely at Foochow, but with 
loss of all their effects. 

We understand that Mr. Edmund Sharp has been appointed to 
act as Crown Solicitor for this Colony, provisionally until confir- 
mation of the appointment by the magnates of the Colonial-office.

It may interest many to learn the fate of Notes and Queries on 
China and Japan. It willbe remembered that its existence com- 
menced in the China Mail office in January, 1867, under the 
editorship of Mr. N. B. Dennys, whose knowledge of Chinese lan- 
guage and literature, and experience of Chinese character, car- 
ried the work successfully through three years—to the end of 
1869—when, owing to causes which it is unnecessary to specify, the 
property in the work passed into other hands. After a fitful life 
-during the few months of a subsequent period it expired, and the 
copyright in it was put up to public competition at a recent sale. 
The competition was not severe; there was only one bidder, and 
it was knocked down for one dollar. 

FORGED BANK-NOTES AGAIN. 

It appears to be a prevalent fashion to pass forged notes, but 
whether the fashion be followed knowingly or otherwise it is for 
others to judge. We only note the fact for the guidance of those 
in the habit of handling those promises to pay given by the 
various banking corporations represented in Hong Kong. A 
rather curious case in this connection was brought before Mr. May 
at the magistracy. Kum Keang Po, master of the Wa Loong fo- 
reign goods shop, and Luy Acheong, his shopman, were charged 
with feloniously attempting to pass four forged bank-notes 
at the Colonial Treasury as genuine notes of the Chartered Mer- 
cantile Bank of India, London and China. This forged note was 
not unskilfully executed, though on careful examination it was 
found to be inaccurate in many details of its execution. It pur- 
ported to be a note for $5 on the Hong Kong branch of the afore- 
said benk, and was dated July, 1867. The numbers are respec- 
tively 41,323, 41,353, 42,427, and 45,668 ; while the forgery bears 
the apparent signatures of “W. Jackson,” at that date manager 
here, and of ‘L. C. Masfen,” accountant, (whose name does not 
appear in the Directory for 1867, though he may have been acting 
in that capacity at the date before given). To mention a few 
blunders, the word London, which appears in capital letters, 
is printed “Iondon,” the word “bearer” appears as “beurer,” 
the word “pay” is printed “ puy,” and several other words bear 
the unmistakable impress of having been carelessly copied. “ By 
order of the Court of Directors,” a line which is printed in old 
English type, is a very poor specimen of typography ; and the 
whole note has that general sloppy appearance about it always 
observable in a Chinese forgery on close inspection. The tracery 
on the back, however, is fairly executed, and would easily pass 
muster to an unpractised eye. 

SHAM FIGHT AT KOWLOONG. 
A sham fight took place at Kowloong on the 26th Jan. About 
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five hundred men from H.M.S. Ocean landed and entrenched them- 
selves on the “ Canton-road ” by the first bridge, facing the south 
towards the valley in which the bone charcoal manufactory is 
situated, placing themselves so as to dispute the passage along 
this road of a superior body of the enemy. The latter were not 
represented, and were supposed to have made good their landing 
in the bay on the east side of the Kowloong peninsula, covered by 
the fire of their fleet, to which the small number of the defenders 
could not expose themselves, as their artillery consisted only of 
two twelve-pounder Armstrong guns. To resist the enemy these 
guns were well posted on the lat hill on the left of the road to- 

wards the harbour, and the position was also strengthened by 
rifle pits dug gome twenty yards in advance of the guns, the 

said slope of the hill allowing the latter to fire over the marines 
that occupied the pits; a cloud of skirmishers was thrown for- 
ward to give due notice of the attack, and to contest the ground 
inch by inch. The enemy advanced in force, ex to a well- 
sustained firing, and it seemed certain that the position would be 

held, when another body of the enemy, oe i to have landed 
at Yow-ma-tee, advanced up the valley from that village, and 
compelled a change of front to the right. This diversion allowed 
the main body of the enemy to advance nearly unmolested up the 
valley,and the day Pere lost when the crowning event took 
place, for as the enemy came up the road two mines, prepared by 
Commander Fisher, R.N., were fired in the midst of their main 
body. In the confusion that ensued the Ocean’s men charged over 
the bridge and the defeat of the enemy was complete. ‘Then took 
place the bivouac on the hard won field, which formed no incon- 
siderable part of the affair. After it the tars engaged in a series 
of field sports, sack and hurdle races being the most enjoyed, and 
the day closed with another torpedo explosion. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
—o— 
SINGAPORE. 

Dates extend to Feb. 15. The London mail of Jan. 13 arrived 
on Feb. 15. 

The following items are from the Strats Times of Feb. 15 :— 

A public enterprise has been set on foot likely to be speedily 
accomplished and to prove a paying investment. On Saturday 
last a meeting was held at Messrs. Boustead and Co.’s office, at 
which the prospectus of the Singapore Railway Company was dis- 
tributed. The capital of this company is to consist of $100,000, 
in 1,000 shares of $100 each, with power to increase. The project 
is to connect the town with Tanjong Pagar Dock and Wharves 
by aline of railway along the shore. The company was formed 
at once, and 925 out of the 1,000shares taken up at the meeting ; 
so there is every prospect that the work will be proceeded with 
without delay. That such a line would yield a large profit is be- 
yond quesicn ; the cost of cartage alone on the goods now brought 
from Tanjong Pagar to town amounts to $20,000 per annum, while 
the estimated cost of working and aajareining the railway is only 
half that sum, leaving $10,000 per annum for dividend as the 
traffic now is,—while the facilities offered for the carriage of goods 
and for the conveyance of passengers would without doubt largely 
increase the traffic and the income of the company, without greatly 
increasing the working expenses. 

From Penang we hear of a public meeting held there on the 
30th ult., to take into consideration the advisability of erecting a 
wharf ; but instead of the merchants undertaking the work them- 
selves, some of the speakers suggested the advisability of the Go- 
vernment taking it in hand, and not only erecting the wharf, but 
taking the control of it afterwards, and getting its money back 
out of the wharfage dues and working profits. Such a scheme is 
hardly likely to meet with approval. There is a fund in the 
hands of the Government, derived from the sale of the Beech- 
street lands, which it is pledged to expend in improving the 
town; but this fund only amounts to some $30,000, while the 
sum required to build the wharf is, according to the Colonial 
Engineer's estimate, $130,000. There seems to be a division’ of 
opinion as to whether the wharf, a town clock and tower, or a 
supply of gas would be the most desirable, each section of the 
community appearing to prefer what would best suit its imme- 
diate wants. To our mind the wharf is the most sensible project 
of the three, and the only one likely to benefit the trade of the 
place. If it will, as the speakers said, prove a paying investment, 
it isthen a proper field for private enterprise ; but if not, and it 
is needed to develop the trade of the Settlement, the people have 
then some excuse for asking Government assistance to e it; 
its consol and maintenance afterwards might be left to the mu- 
nicipality. 

hen Earl Granville, as Secretary of State for the Colonies, 
announced to the Governor of this colony that he had purchased 
a small vessel especially suited for the conveyance of the Governor 
and officials, and ordered the two steamers Peiho and Rainbow to 
be sold after her arrival, it was generally believed that a check 
had been put upon the extravagance which has characterised the 
present administration in the matter of steamers, and that hence- 
forth the colony would have only one to maintain instead of two. 
This was an illusion which has been rudely dispelled by what has

learn had reference to a second 
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new steamer that is to be built to replace the Rainbow, and to 
sanctioning $7,000 for alterations to the new steamer Pluto. The 
transaction of such business as this by the Executive Council is, 
we believe, new in the history of our colonial existence, though, 
for all we know to the contrary, it may be perfectly legitimate. 
The new steamer, we hear, is to be eighty-five feet long, fifteen 
feet beam, to be built of teak and fitted with twin screws, and is 
to cost $15,000—about the sum the Rainbow will realise ;—but 
we are assured by those who ought to know that a vessel of the 
description given could not be built for less than about $25,000. 
We think this is a fitting subject for the attention of the Asso- 
ciation at home. Although Earl Granville has no longer the con- 
trol of Colonial affairs, it is hardly possible that his successor will 
ever aa & gross disregard of positive instructions to pass un- 
noti 


By the last French mail a deputation from Saigon, consisting 
of the Director of the Interior and several officials, Mr. Kresser, 
late of the Hong Kong and Shangbai Bank, and others, came to 
this port to endeavour to induce the China Submarine Telegraph 
Company to make an intermediate station at Saigon, instead of 
taking the line direct from this to Hong Kane. 

We learn that the sale of the cargo of the North German ship 
G.F. Vorwerk will take place at Saigon on the Ist proximo, and 
the prizes Georg and Turandot will be sold on the 15th idem. 
The estimated value of the vessels is f.30,000 for the Georg and 
f.40,000 for the Turandot.

530 
respectively, and ZungjLing No. 2 Pheasant chop Tls. 540. The whole 
of the purchases made are about 1s. to 2s. over London rates. 

Canton.—There had been little, if any change. For fair to medium 
Teatlee-reels there had been some inquiry, and about 200 bales had been 
taken ; in fine Silks nothing offering. For America only a small busi- 
ness in progress.

AcTiOoN aGaInst tHe * Fryma Srun.”—In the City of London 
Court two suits under the Admiralty Jurisdiction Act, for damage 
eansed to the schooner Lass o’ Doun and the lugboat Annie and 
her cargo, were heard. The defendants were owners of the China 
tlipper ship Flying Spur. It appears that on the afternoon of the 
25th January the Flying Spur was being hauled out, stern first, of 
Hay's Dock. The tide had such an effect upon the vessel that the tug 
could not keep her under command, and she driftcd against some 
barges, and the Lass o’ Doun was broke adrift. The latter was then 
earried by the tide against the lugboat Annie, and sunk the craft, 
which had a cargo of coffee and cocoa. On the part of the ship it was 
denied that there had been any negligence. Commissioner Kerr said 
he thought there had been negligence in not having sufficient steam- 
power in undocking the ship, and awarded the schooner £68, and the 
Annie £75. 

Prince Adalbert, cousin of tie Emperor of Germany and Admiral of 
the Prussian fleet, has written a letter to the author of a bouk of travels 
in Asia. The Prince considers the requisition of Saigon by Germany 
as most desirable. ‘ Convinced,” he says, ‘‘ for a considerable period of 
the necessity of establishing ourselves in Enst Asia, I have for the last 
ten years exerted myself to bring about this result.” Unfortunately 
the difficulties of concluding a peace were alrcady so numerous that it 
would, he says, be imprudent to add one more ; and so the project of 
a@mnexing Saigon had to be alandoned, an issue which Prince Adalbert: 
regrets ‘‘ from his heart.” 


The Vindictive, fifty-gun frigate, 1,758 tons, which made the passage 
to Hong Kong in the ycar 1841 in sixty-eight days, and which has 
lately been employed as 4 store-ship on the West Const of Africa, has 
been ordered to be sold. The Vindictive was built as a line-of-battle 
ghip at Portamouth in 1813, reduced to a fifty-gun frigate between 
1828 and 1832, and fitted in 1861, at Cowes, as a store and depot ship, 
when her bottom was re-covered. 

A TELEGRAM has been received at the Admiralty from Vice-Admifil 
@ir Henry Kellett, K.C.B., commander-in-chief on the China station,

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INDIAN HARBOURS. 

(March 10th.) Sir J. Eupainsrona (C.) called attention to the im- 
perfect harbour accommodation which existed in India, itary Upon 
the great importance of the subject in a commercial point of view. 
For the last ten years, he said, there had practically been no marine 
department connected with the India House, and when it was taken 
into account that we had in the East something like 4,000 miles of 
coast abounding with harbours to deal with, that circumstance was, he 
thought, somewhat extraordinary. For a period of nine years, he 
might add, since the surveyors had been diacharged, the hydrographical 
superintendence of the coast of India had been almost completely sus- 
pees, a statement which was fully corroborated by 8 letter which he 

ad received from an officer whose services had been of thé greatest 
value to that department. Proceeding southward the first point to 
which he wished to call the attention of the House was the want of 
lights on the coast of India. Taken altogether, there were only forty 
lights, of which very few were first-class, and there was an urgent want of 
first-class lights at the following fourteen points upon the Malabar coast : 
—1, Severndroog; 2, Rettna Geria; 3, Viziadroog ; 4, Cape Ramuap; 
5, Pigeon Island; 6, Mangalore; 7, Mount Dilly; 8, Sacrifice Rock ; 
9, Calicut; 10, Cochin; 11, Quilon; 12, Cape Comorin; 18, Minisey ; 
14, one of the Laccadives abreast Cannanore. The hon. baronet de- 
acribed in detail the points at which in his opinion harbours might be 
advantageously formed, docks constructed, or lights established, and 
said that, knowing what he did of these subjects, and having been re- 
quested by gentlemen deeply interested in the trade of India, he felt it his 
duty, thongh having no longer any pessonal interest in the matter, to 
preas the subject upon theattention of the Governmentand of Parliament. 
On the Coromandel coast there would be no difficulty in clearing the 
harbour of Negapatam. The base of the river at that place continued 
very shallow, and laden boats were unable to cross it except at high 
water. Rice was principally imported into Ceylon from Negapatam, aad 
there would be no difficulty in clearing away the bar and greatly im- 
proving the harbour of Negapatam ; but the Government of India would 
not make the outlay necessary for the purpose. Cochin wai the best 
harbour on the Malabar coast, and by a very little dredging it might 
be put in such a state that any ship might go there; but although the 
present state of things had boen reported over and ovor again to the 
Supreme Government, no improvement had been made. There was a 
breach in the coast which, if not filled up, would increase, and the 
safety of the harbour of Cochin be endangered. Ag they sent an emi- 
nent engineer, Mr. Robertson, to India for the putpoxe of sarveying 
these harbours, he should be ordered to survey every harbour in India 
and report on each seriatim, without waiting to complete the work, so 
that measures might at once be taken for this improvement piecemeal. 
Harbour works were the firat efforts made by civilization for 4 country, 
and he did not see why the Government of India should not place 
themselves in communication with the Government of this country 
with a view to avail themselves of such means as were intended to be 
applied to improve the harbour of Galle—he meant a loan from the 
Imperial Government, to be paid off in thirty years. He was sure 
that as the result of these measures trade would be increased, and the 
shipping of India would always be ready to pay moderate dues for 
increased safety, light, and comfort in making their voyages. 

Mr. Granr Durr (Under-Secretary for India), after referring to 
various projects which had been brought before the Indian Govern. 
ment with respect to the water way between the island of Ceylon and 
the mainland of India, said he was not sorry that the hon. baronet 
opposite had thought fit to call attention to the defective harbour ac- 
commodation of India. The Government of India moat fully admitted 
the existence of the want, and if those who took it to task did not quite 
do justice to its good intentions and good acts, they névertheless 
really strengthened its hands. He was assured by competent persons 
that, especially on the western aide of India, there were not a few 
places where very fair harbours, and two or three where admirable 
harbours might be made. He, however, drew attetttion to the fact 
that the very best sites for harbours in Western India—Poshetra, 
Seraia, Marmagao—were all, by an unfortunate accident, not in Bri- 
tish territory, the first belonging to a feudatory of the Guicowar ; the 
second to another native prince, the Jam of Nowa Nugga ; and the 
third to the Portuguese. He had no doubt the time would 
come when we should have several very good harbours on the 
western coast of India, even in British territory. He was told, for 
example, that an excellent harbour of refage might be made 
behind the Vingorla Rocks. But the hon. baronet knew somethin: 
of the difficulty of getting harbours of refuge made even in England. 
He had sat with him on a committee thirteen years ago, under the 
presidency of Mr. James Wilson, to see whether harbours of refage 
could not be provided along the British coasts, at Peterhead and clse- 
where, but up to this day it had been found wholly impossible to get 
the harbours made, because no one could show how the money was to 
be provided. It was very far from true that the Govetninent of India 
altogether neglected the harbours of India. Kurrachee had coat first 
and last nearly £400,000, and would coat much more. Csrwar hed 
cost more than £70,000, and a feed dcal had been spent at Cochin, in 
the Hooghly, and elsewhere. Theft, as to lights; no doubt the coast 
of India was indifferently lighted. There was & light about every 
scventy miles, from the Indus round to the South of Burmah, bet 
there should be a light every fifty miles. He instanced Dwarka 
Point, Viziadroog, Deria Bahadur Ghur in our own territory, and Jia- 
jeera and Enciam Island in non-British territory, a8 most pro 
places for lights. The,establishing of lights at all these places and at 
many others, however, was & mere question of time and opportunity, 
and above all of the relative urgency of the demands upon the purse 
of the Government.

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HARBOURS IN INDIA AND CEYLON. 


Tr anything can rouse the enterprise of our friends in 
Ceylon it will be the perusal of the debate on the defective 


harbours of India, which we give in another column, for it 


is evident that now or never is their opportunity. Sir 
James EpHINsTONE said that the Government intends to 
provide the funds for the improvement of the harbour at 


Galle by a loan payable in thirty years, but this scheme our 
readers well know has broken down, and, as we showed in a 
late issue, the Home Government have no other resource 
than to recommend the harbour of Trincomalee for the mail 
service. It is certain, however, that the commercial inte- 
rests of the East require that Galle should take precedence 
of the long list of less important places in India which were 
enumerated by Sir James EpainsTone and Mr. Grant Durr 
as requiring improvement, including those on which so much 
of the public money has already been expended without any 
likelihood of a return. On Kurrachee harbour alone £400,000 
has already been expended, and the only result is that the 
entrance is considerably more dangerous than it was before, 
and it seems very doubtful whether it would be better to sink 
another half-million on the “ improvements” that have been 
commenced, or to blow them up altogether and try another 
plan. At any rate, there is no doubt whatever of the feasi- 
bility of the plan proposed for Galle, where, indeed, the diffi- 
culties are not so great as at Kurrachee. Moreover, the de- 
mand for the expenditure of public money on Kurrachee 
unfortunately cannot be sistained by the requirements of the 
port. The promise of prosperity which it gave ten or fif- 
teen years ago has been miserably disappointed. Ten 
years ago there were sometimes twenty ships there; five 
years later there were sometimes not even two. We hope 
Kurrachee may recover itself; but when it does there will 
be plenty of time to make the required expenditure for the 


completion of the works there, which at present looks as if 


it would be throwing good money after bad. Then, again, 
Calcutta was referred to, and attention was drawn to the 
large sums required for the improvement of the Hooghly. 
If any more money is laid out on this attempt, it will be 
mere waste, and, what is more, it is not required. Nothing 
in the world can save the Hooghly, or make Calcutta accessi- 
ble to vessels drawing more than twenty-two feet. It is now 
admitted that it was a mistake to make Calcutta a port at 
all, and that the river Mutlah, twenty-eight miles from the 
Hooghly, must supersede it in a few years. When the rail- 
way was built to connect the two rivers—or rather to con- 
nect the Mutlah with Calcutta, the new port was called 
Port Canning, after the then Governor-General, who de- 
soribed it as the Birkenhead of Calcutta. We merely men- 
tion these facts in order to show our readers how much 
stronger are the claims of Galle than those of two other 
places which have received immeasurably more attention 
because their residents have been more pressing in their de- 
mands, If Ceylon were true to itself the proposed loan men- 
tioned by Sir James ELPHINsTONE would be seoured with- 
dut delay, but rival interests stop the way. 
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THE JAPANESE AT WASHINGTON. 

Tux New York papers report the presentation of the Ja- 
panese Prince and his suite at the White House, on the 2nd 
inst., by Secretary Fish. There were present, besides the 
Present and Secretary Fiss, Mrs, Grant, Miss NELLIE 
Grant, Mrs. Fiso, Hamiton Fisa, juor., BaNcRorr Davis, 
Mrs. Davis, aud others. They were introduced to Secre- 
tary Fisn by Mr. Brooxs, the Japanese Consul at San Fran- 
cisco, and by the Sgurerary to the PresipEnt, and were 
subsequently introduced to the assembled company when the 
introduction to the Presipant had taken place. The PRINCE 
said :— 

Mr. President : This audience has been sought that I might personally 
express to you my admiration of and interest in the many wonderfal 
works of American enterprise, and I assure you that these expressions 
are not empty words but the hearty sentiments of our people. Intere 
course between our respective countries has been regularly established 
through a monthly line of American steamships of surpassing excellence, 
whose trips, in connection with the Great Pacific Railway, affords us a 
rapid and agreeable route to Europe, with every modern luxury 
of speed and convenience across your continent. Our travellers 
and students, like myself, on their way abroad will hereafter be- 
come better acquainted with your country and people. We shall con | 
stantly encourage intercourse and aim to annually increase more in- 
timate and important relations. We sincerely hope for your kind 
co-operation and assistance, and shall welcome any aagmentation of 

resent mail and travelling facilities, to more closely unite our interests. 

he Government of Japan is well aware that education is the basis of all 
progress, and therefore sends her young men to receive a scientific edu- 
cation in America and Europe, hoping thereby to fitly prepare them to 
take a wise and discriminating part hereafter in the affairs of our Go- 
vernment. With this view my brother, Quache Nomia, was last year 
sent to this country under the travelling name of Adzumah Takahiss, 
and I am now on my way to Prussia for a like purpose. In leaving my 
brother in America I feel confident of a kind treatment and certain of 
your friendly assistance should our Chargé d’ Affaires, Ingoi Aunoni 
Mart request it. Our Government has commissioned a diplomatic re 
sident to this country to assure you, that it is earnestly seeking for per- 
manent progress in all that is great and good, as rapidly as it can 
acquire these cherished ends, and it desires particularly to cement more 
closely the already friendly relations and interests existing between our 
respective people. 

The PRESIDENT replied :— 


It gives me much pleasure to receive you in this friendly and unoffi- 
cial way, and to learn from your lips the amicable feelings of the people 
of Japan towards the United States. The people of this country re- 
ciprocate your wish thnt the present means of intercourse between the 
two nations, great and comfortable as you describe them to be, may be 
increased. The United States have seen with pride the young men of 
Japan coming here to receive scientific education. I shall take great 
pleasure in contributing to make their residence in this country agree 
able and profitable to them, sharing with you the opinion ‘that educa 
tion is the basis of progress, and the hope and belief that by acquiring 
it in the United States they will help to cement and extend the friendly 
relations which now happily exist between the two countries. 

On the same day the newly-appointed Chargé d’Affaires, 
Moat, presented his credentials to the Secretary of State, 
Mr. Fisu, and the following isa translation of his address :— 


His Imperial Majesty the Tenno of Japan, desiring to bring his 
people into more immediate connection with those of the United States 
of America, and thereby cement and increase a warmer friendship and 
more active intercourse, has appointed me as his Chargé d’Affaires, to 
reside permanently in this city. In accordance with his Majesty’s com- 
mand, I hand you a letter accrediting me as his first diplomatic resident 
to the United States of America, and in requesting permissien to exer- 
cise my duties in this couniry, I assure you of my desire, while obeying 
my Sovereign, to promote at all times, as far as in my power, the 
warmest friendship between our respective Governments and peoples. 


The Secretary of State replied :— 
The Government of the United States shares with his Imperial Ma- 


jesty the desire that the people of the two cuuntries should be brought 


into a more intimate connection. It has learned with great satisfaction 
of your appointment as Chargé d’Affaires to reside permanently in 
Washington. In receiving you in that capacity I take pleasure in 
assuring you that your friendly wishes will meet with a cordial response 
from the President and from the Guvernment of the United States. 


The Prince and suite arrived at Liverpool on the 15th, 


and are now in London, and will be waited on by Baron von 
SIEBOLD. 





We learn that the acheme for the railway between the 
town of Singapore and the new harbour, which we lately no- 
ticed as being likely to be brought forward under the auspices 
of the directors of the P. and O. Company and others, has 
been postponed, pending reference to Singapore, it being al- 
leged that the Government has promised a concession for a 
section of the line to the Tanjong Pagar Company. We 
understand that the Secretary of State has agreed to defer 
oy decision on the subject until the arrival of the Governor, 
Sir Harry Orp, who is expected home shortly. The pro- 
longed agitation of rival schemes is really intolerable, and the 
permanent interests of Singapore are meanwhile suffering.

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THE FRENCH AND ENGLISH SILK TRADE. 

TE cessation of the Franco-Prussian war invites conside- 
ration to its past and present influence on the Silk trade. 
With the busy looms of Lyons, Orleans, and St. Etienne 
arrested, with tens of thousands of French silk-growers, 
throwsters, spinners, designers, weavers, drawn off to: the 
wars, and the consequent diversion to our ows ports of much 
of the raw material that would otherwise have been con- 
signed to France, the advantages apparently thrown in the 
way of British manufacturers were very considerable. 
These, however, were moderated by the enormous impor- 
tation of French silk goods into this country at the out- 
break of hostilities, coincident with an advance in the price 
of our home stock of raw silk, and a rise in price on the 
part of Chinese dealers ; a rise stimulated by a steady de- 
mand from America, especially for fine and clean descrip- 
tions. The estimates, too, of the next European crop were 
complicated by uncertainty as to the eventual area of the 
war, so that what had to be considered was not merely the 
amount of the crop but its availability. The Chinese, 
as we have seen, were shrewd enough to take advantage of 
this state of things, appropriating profits that would other- 
wise have served to stimulate production and to enlarge our 
markets. The large stocks of French silks on hand, a great 
proportion of which had been sold to English purchasers at 
@ sacrifice, were priced proportionately low, and so aided to 
retard somewhat the advance on English silks. Until armies 
were actually required to be improvised it could not have been 
foreseen that the whole industrial organisation of Southern 
France would be shaken to its centre, and that the financial 
resources of the country, present and prospective, would be 
so severely taxed. As to foreign markets, exporters had 
to encounter at almost every point depressing influences, 
and the United States, a large pruportion of whose silk 
imports from France had been in made-up goods, failed 
to favour our merchants with orders corresponding to 
the deficiency, although that deficiency was so much felt 
that a body of New York capitalists have since combined 
in a scheme for the establishment on a large scale of silk 
factories in that State to supply the specialities of the Ame- 
rican market. Still, the Macclesfield manufacturers have 
not failed to display increased energy and vigour ; the pro- 
gressive rate of English silk production has latterly increased 
in an important ratio, aud such is the present exhaustion of 
France, such the curtailment of mercantile credit and the 
disturbance alike of industrial organisation and French 
home and foreign trade, that the French Macclesfield manu- 
facturers are in a position to hold their vantage ground. 
We by no means seek to triumph over the disasters of our 
neighbours, but as circumstances arise which give our manu- 
facturers unexpected advantages, they would not be true to 
themselves if they failed to put these to full account. 

The counterpart to the present condition of affairs iu 
France, so far as affecting the silk trade, is only to be found 
in the results of the Revolution of 1790. The freeing of 
restrictions on the various branches of industry told on all, 
with the exception of that of silk. No mandate could sud- 
denly revive a trade so largely dependent on exterior com- 
merce, two-thirds of the raw material having been drawn 
from abroad ; and it languished for years, until revived by 
the strong hand of Naproxzon. It is not to be assumed that 
France will cease to maintain her wonted pre-eminence for 
taste and beauty in the brocades of Tours, the light silks of 
the Isére and the Ain, the coloured silks of Nantua, in the 
ribbons of St. Etienne, or in the great variety of fancy silks 
of the richest quality, in exquisite taste, of the choicest hues 
and designs that come from. the Lyonnese looms. Although 
Lyons has unfortunately been too frequently exposed to 
fierce loval disturbances, and has shared in the misfortunes 
which attend national revolutions, ber industry bas never 
degenerated, but the decline in the home demand of France 
for the higher classes of silks—the production of which, in 
the distribution of labour, is confined to the towns—must de- 
prive them for a time of the resources of the country weavers, 
almost wholly engaged on the commoner descriptions ; whilst 
the home French demand for these will proportionately fall 
off. Our own market will, however, be more fully than 
ever supplied with the best class of French silks, and.for the 
share of business obtained by the Macclesfield manufacturers 
much will depend on the efforts they are now putting forth. 
As we have indicated, the effect of the war in ourtailing 
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monetary facilities will tell for a long period to come on the 
French silk industry, and in the markets for raw silk the 
advantage must coutinue for the present with the English 
buyer. A national industry and trade once interfered with 
will continue to be injuriously affected long after the original 
cause of disturbance has subsided. We consider that the 
Macclesfield silk manufacturers in the classes of goods to 
which they specially devote themselves have a golden oppor- 
tunity offered them, and we may confidently anticipate, on a 
survey of the influences generated by the war, that their 
tendency will be to stimulate permanently British produc- 
tions. 





In our last issue we noticed the seizure of two vessels under 
the British flag. The French Admiral, we understand, al- 
leged that they were in reality German vessels, and the trans- 
fer a mere expedient. Be this true or not, the seizure was 
unwarrantable, the vessels having proper papers to entitle 
them to the British flag, and the attention of Parliament 
will be called to the subject. 


THE arrangements in progress between Mr. PoLuarp, as 
representative of the Hong Kong scheme, for connecting 
that place, Saigon, and Manila with Singapore, and the China 
Submarine Companyfhave not yet been completed.

BRITISH POLICY IN CHINA. 
(Continued from our last.) 

The main facts of the affair at Yangchow will be best described in 
the words of Mr. Consul Medhurst’s despatch to the Minister at Pe- 
king, August 27, 1868 :— 

“A mob, headed by the literati, attacked and set on fire the pre- 
mises in which the missionary families resided ; the onslaught was sud 
den and severe—the children and ladies had to be thrown out of the 
windows to save their lives ; one gentleman had his eye knocked out, 
and the whole party have been more or less injured.” 

And after investigation the Consul sums up the following significant 
inferences from the accounts given :— 

1st. That the attack was entirely unprovoked. 

2nd. That it was instigated by the literati and gentry generally. 

Srd. That the outrage was distinctly premeditated and occupied 
time in being put into execution. 

4th. That the local authorities took no pains whatever to prevent or 
put down the excitement, notwithstanding that they were warned of 
the possible emeute, and repeatedly and courteously appealed to for 
protection. 

5th. That when the rage of the mob had been permitted to take 
ita course. and after protection had been tardily accorded, they actually 
threatened the victims to leave them to their fate unless they recorded 
it as their opinion that the attack partook of the nature of a simple 
disturbance. 

6th. That since the affair took place the authorities have done 
nothing towards expressing their disapprobation of the conduct of the 
ringleaders. 

The appeals of the Conguls for redress and punishment having been 
made in vain, first to the local mayistrates, and then to the Provincial 
Viceroy, the matter, by the instructions of Sir R. Alceck, who evidently 
disbelieved in the power and good-will of the Peking Government to 
control its subordinates, was placed in the hands of Admiral Sir H. 
Keppel. Under the influence of a powerful naval demonstration at 
Nanking, the Mandarins gave way, und complied with the demands 
made upon them. Lord Stanley approved of the proceedings of the 
Consul so far as they were known to him, but Lord Clarendon, who 
succeeded him at the Foreign-office, disapproved of the employment 
of coercive measures, and rebuked both the Minister at Peking and 
Mr. Medharst for having resorted to them. 

In his despatch of Jan. 14, 1869, Lord Clarendon writes:—‘‘I con- 
sider Mr. Medhurst to have acted rightly in proceeding at once to the 
scene of outrage. I will not criticise his taking up with him a consi- 
derable armed force under the explanation to the local authorities that 
it was required for his protection on the road, and that his intentions 
were amicable; the subsequent stage through which the affair passed 
I cannot look upon as equally satisfactory.” He proceeds to say that 
the affair should have been left for settlement by the central authority ; 
with what effect we are now in a position to judge, with the knowledge 
we have of the proceedings of the Peking Government after the Tient- 
sin massacre. 

The trouble at Taiwan in Formosa was of a nature similar to that at 
Yangchow, and was characterised by outrages upon the persons and 
property of British subjects—missionaries and merchants, who were 
peaceably following their lawful pursuits—implication of the Man- 
darins in the crimes, and complete failure on the part of the higher 
authorities to grant redreas. While the Minister at Peking was con- 
templating the demonstration of a naval force to aid his diplomacy 
with the local officials (whom he described to be in such a atate of bar- 
barism, ‘‘ that they had no scruple in placing an ambuscade of armed 

| men to intercept and kill a Consul and naval officer proceeding to the 
- magistrate’s residence on a peacefal mission "), the acting Consul, with 
‘an energy which waa perhaps rash, but under the circumstances not 
| wholly inexcusable, had brought the question to an isgue and to & set- 
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tlement, with the assistance of a single gunboat. Unfortunately a 
collision occurred between the crew of the gunboat and some Chinese 
soldiers, and several of the latter were killed. But it cannot be 
denied that the native authorities brought the catastrophe on them- 
selves, and a simple censure upon Mr. Gibson for his excess of zeal 
would seem to have suited the requirements of the case. Lord 
Clarendon, however, not only removed Mr. Gibson from his position 
as acting Consul, but directed that he should not be employed in the 
service for the future, otherwise than in a subordinate capacity. Lord 
Clarendon, moreover, without a word to eay against the acts of the 
Chinese officials who had Jaid ambuscades for British officers, and of- 
fered rewards for the heads of British merchants, instructed Sir R. 
Alcock, in a despatch published in China, to disavow and apologise for 
te acta of violence on the part of the Consul so ‘wantonly under- 
en.” 

It is needless to enter into the particulars of the affaira at Foochow 
and Swatow. In both coercive measures were adopted with complete 
success, and in both the proceeding of the consular and naval authori- 
ties were disapproved by the Foreign-office. But the British Go- 
vernment went further. In a letter to Mr. Burlingame (De- 
cember 28, 1868), Lord Clarendon assures the Chinese Govern- 
ment that no such coercive measures will in future be allowed, and 
in a despatch to Sir R. Alcock on the same subject (Jan. 28, 1869), 
made public in China, he details the instructions which have been 
sent to British naval officers in the China waters, expreasly limit- 
ing their authority to land forces, to cases of “sudden emergency 
and of immediate danger to lives and property,” and even ‘‘ in these 
cases only when the alternative of receiving the persons in danger on 
board ship was not available.” 

The author concludes with the following explanation of 
the basis of the revised Treaty which is now required :— 

Instead of assuming that foreign intercourse with China has been 
an evil which requires to be checked, let us recognise that it has been 
fruitful of almost unmixed good, und endeavour to extend it. The 
principle of such extension to be, so long as ex-territorial jurisdiction 
over foreigners is reserved, the obligation of the Chinese Government 
to throw open, subject to special exceptions, any port or place on the 
coast, or in the interior, to which the British Government will under- 
take to appoint an official consular authority with adequate power. 

Recognising the pressing want of China and of her foreign trade, 
to be improved means of communication and conveyance throughout 
the empire, the Chinese Government should be urged to commit itself 
to the introduction of a system of railways, if only on a tentative plan. 

Illegal and irregular taxation on foreign goods in transitu should be 
checked by the extension of the system of transit passes on merchan- 
dise the subject of foreign trade—now existing in favour of foreigners 
alone—to native owners, as suggeated by the Shanghai Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Admiesion of the repreeentatives of foreign Powers at Peking, to 
audience with the Emperor, should be required. If necessary, to the 
efficiency of the native administration, or to enable the Government 
to carry forward public works, the tariff of duties on foreign trade, 
the incidence of which is not heavy, might be revised, andee solid 
guarantees, in favour of the Chinese. 

Let revision be firmly declined, excepting on some such broad basis 
as the foregoing, and let the proposals of the British Government be 
supported with tact and determination by a Minister of ability, 
who will avail himself of all the authority and influence which cir- 
cumstances are sure to place at his disposal—and success would not 
be doubtful. 








THE OPIUM TRADE. 
To the Honourable the Commons of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland tn Parliament assembled. 
The humble Petition of the Directors of the London Missionary Society. 
Humbly showeth:— 


1, That on various occasions in recent years religious and benevolent 
men in England have offered strong objections to the position occupied 
by the Government of India in reference to the opium traffic; and your 
petitioners are anxious earnestly to press upon the attention of your 
Honourable House the importance of inaugurating great changes in that 
position. 

2. That making due allowance for certain benefits which, under com- 
petent medical advice, may be derived from the use of opium, it must 
yet be acknowledged that great evils of many kinds spring from the 
habit of opium smoking so prevalent in China; and that for a long 
period the Chinese Government, by its edicts and other administrative 
measures, has endeavoured, with laudable anxiety, to repress the prac- 
tice as injurious to its subjeets, 

8. That under these circumstances, it is a matter of deep regret to 
your petitioners that great English houses and mercantile firms con- 
nebted with India should engage in the opium trade, and push it so 
earnestly simply for purposes of gain. But your petitioners are awere 
that such trade is free, and must be left to the jadgment and conscience 
of those who engage in it. 

4, That for a long series of years the Government of India has been 
the largest producer of opfam in the world, and has reserved to itself 
the supply of the greatest market in which opiuin fs sold. {t has 
annually regulated the breadth of the opium cultivation by the de- 
mands of the China market. And, with a view to secure an increased 
revenue, it has stimulated the trade in various ways, until it has reached 
its present ehormous extent; and until the Indian Exchequer annually 
reccives from the opium duty an amount that has varied in recent years 
from five to eight millions sterling. 

5. That under such circumstances, the Chinese Government and 
people not only observe the opium traffic pressed upon the ports and 
coasts of the Empire by foreign merchants, but they contemplate the 
epectacle of a neighbouring Government en stimulating, and 
personally conducting the growth of opium, with a view to raise a large 
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proportion of its revenue by a é¢ystem which is specially obnoxfous to 
the laws and customs of the nation among whom it knows it will be 
consumed. Such a proceeding would be a scandal under any circam- 
stances; towards any European Government it would be simply ine 
tolerable, but it ie peculiarly a scanns! when the Government 66 
acting professes to be guided by the spirit and the dictates, not of a 
heathen religion, but of the purest religion which the world has knowa. 


6. That your petitioners are aware that the system which they deem 
80 objectionable has grown up with years, and hes attained such dimen- 
sions as to affect, in n very important degree, the revenue system of 
India. Nevertheless, like other great evils, they believe that it can be sue 
cessfully dealt with by men of wisdom and courage ; can be settled by 
sound principles ; and that a settlement which is based upon principles 
of morality can only be productive of national good, 

7. That your petitioners would remind your Honourable House that 
many able officers of the Indian Government, including Lord Lawrence, 
have recommended that the Government of India should impos an 
export duty on all the opium sent abroad, as it now imposes such a da! 
an the Malwa opium shipped from the harbour of Bombay. It is n 
for your petitioners to suggest how a revenue from opium should he 
raised ; they cannot, however, withhold the expression of their deep con- 
viction that it is necessary and right for the Government of India to give 
up altogether the production of opium ; to leave its cultivation, mane- 
facture, and sale, under proper regulations, in the hands of private 
persons ; and, in levying a tax upon such an article as opium, rather to 
consider how the moral and social evils with which it is associated can 
be restricted within the narrowest possible limits, than calculate the 
amount of profit which may be derived from it as asource of Imperial 
revenue. 

8. That your petitioners consider that the present time is peculiarly 
suitable for the inauguration of such a change. Under the provisions 
of the new Convention, the Chinese Government has increased the im- 
port duty on opium, thus both recognising the existence of a trafic 
which it cannot suppress and endeavouring in a greater measure than 
before to check it. Why sbould not the Government of India also 
assume towards the whole question the attitude which befits a Christian 
Government in dealing with those great social evils which only an ele- 
vated tone of public opinion can finally and radically cure? 

9. That your petitioners cannot but point out to your Honourable 
House that the position so long held by the Government of India in 
relation to the Government and people of China implies, and even con- 
stitutes, a policy which is in direct opposition to that which the English 
Government, through its Foreign Secretary, has pressed with great 
earnestness in its dealings with China during the past two years. For, 
while the English Government has been striving to strengthen and build 
up the Imperial Government in China, the incessant pressure of the 
opium traffic in foreign hands tends ever to break it duwn. 

Therefore, your petitioners humbly pray that your Honourable House 
will be graciously pleased, at an early period, to take such steps as may 
be dec:ned advisable, with a view to such a readjustment of the relations 
of the Indian Government to the opium truftic as may tend to the en- 
tire withdrawal by that Government from the cultivation and sale of 
opium within the English provinces of India, and thus bring to an end 
the system of raising a revenue from opium which has hitherto been 
followed in the Presidency of Bengal.

Foreign Irtelligence.

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) - 
RotTERDAM, March 15. 

In yesterday’s sitting of the Second Chamber a debate was opened 
upon the report of the commission, which had to examine the several 
documents regarding the reorganisation in the Preanger Regencies, which 
was, as you will remember, declared in force without being approved of 
by the Parliament. The conclusion of the commission was that the 
Chamber should declare its cognizance of the documents. Mr. Niers- 
trasz did not at all agree with this conclusion; according to his ideas 
the commission ought to have declared its disapproval of the action of 
the former Minister on this matter, or of that of the Governor-General. 
Mr. van de Putte, president of the commission, suggested that the 
Chamber was not sufficiently informed to decide the question ; the mem- 
bers ought to know in tho first placo how the Governor-General justi- 
fied himeelf ; it was hichly unparliamentary to criticize an ex-Minister. 
The Minister of the Colonial Department declared that he had forwarded 
instructions to Java to prevent henceforth measures being introduced 
without being approved of by both Chambers. As to the Preanger 
question, the only fanlt of Mr.de Waal had been that he had placed 
too much confidence in Mr. Myer. Messrs. Insinger and Haseelman 
were of opinion that the Chamber in this matter was not treated with 
proper deference, and the latter said that future proceedings of this kind 
between Parliament and the Administration in Java could only be pre- 
vented by the Chamber declining to approve the reorganisation schéme. 
The report of the committee was at last carried by 57 against 5 votes, 
and the Chamber proceeded at once with the discussions on the East 
India Budget for 1871. Notwithstanding that some members tried to 
introduce a general discussion of Java politics, the President succeeded 
in cutting short the debate. Of course, several complaints were made 
from the ‘Opposition benches, especially the fact that the Minister 
had not asked, as his predecessor did, a credit of f.50,000 for the reorga- 
nisation of the g management of the outside possessions which was 
severely criticised. Some members urged the necessity of immediately 
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applying the royal decree regulating the application of tho agrarian law. 
The Minister of the Colonial Department stated that he had ordered the 


Governor-General to make a draft of a decree for that purpose, but that 
he had not yet received it. 
refute the financial pessimism of Mr. van Nispen, that he should main- 
tain the coffee culture system as long as there existed no means to re+ 
place the revenues of that culture. ‘To-day the plan of reorganisation 
of the Preanger Regencies is being discussed, but the debate is not 
yet ended. I, however, hope that before you go to press I ehall 
be able to telegraph that the Sccond Chamber has decided that our 
rule is no longer to be ‘‘ might above right”—In other words, that 
the reorganisation plan has been approved of. J have no doubt that it 
will be carried, notwithstanding our incorrigible Tories oppose it most 
earnestly. One of them, a certain Mr. Bergman, an obscure clerical 
termed the endeavours of the Liberals to give the Javanese a just and 
equitable rule “love for apes” (apentiefde) ! 

Nearly all the Chambers of Commerce have now ahewered the let- 
ter of the Minister of the Colonial Department, nr 3 their opifiions 
upon his project for the revision of the East India tariff. They early 
all agrec that although Free-trade principles should be applied at sothe 
future time, our cotton industry is not yet suffictently developed to 
abolish Protection at once. The general wish of the Chambers fs that 
the differential duties—by which Manchester goods are taxed higher 
than Dutch—shoald be abolished gradually. The Liberal papers, on 
the contrary, demonstrate that the Minister must not listen to this ad- 
viee, given by parties interested in the matter, and urge him to intro- 
duce his Liberal project. And, indeed, it is quite nonsensical to make 
the Javanese pay higher for their cottons in order that some of our 
manufacturers may grow rich. The rule for general welfare presctibes 
low and uniform duties ; our system of levying differential duties has 
been already maintained too long. 

The man-of-war Java has arrived safely from Batavia at Texol. The 
Noach If. hasbeen chartered to convey troops ftom here to Java. 
Much anxiety is felt here about the fate of the Harl Russell, boand 
from Batavia to Holland with a valuable cargo of 15,342 piculs sugar, 
2,997 piculs rice, 172 cases arrack, 499 piculs rattans, and 158 piculs 
gum damar. The general fear is that this vessel is lost, with all hands. 

A report, spread by some English papers, that the Bank of Holland 
had lowered its rate of discount by one-half per cent. is quite unfounded, 
For some days the Bourse has been more animated, and in trost com- 
mercial departments a good business is doing. 

The small-pox is still spreading. The average number of victims in this 
town has reached 112 weekly. 

PRODUCE MARKETS. 

Not much alteration is to be reported of our Produte Market, which, 
upon the whole, exhibits less activity than had been generully antici- 
pated after the conclusion of peace. Coffeo and sugar are very quiet, 
and prices of the former article are barely sypported. The compara- 
tively small quantity of Sugar announced by the Trading Company for 
their March sale contributes to prevent prices giving way, but the de- 
mend for refined for future delivery remains dorniant, which causes our 
home refiners to suspend thelr purchases of raw for the present, so thét 
there fs scarcely anything doing. The Trading Company’s Coffve sale 
for this month {s to take place next week, in anticipation of which the 
demand will probably remain quiet. Nutmegs have been in active re- 
quest for export at advanced rates, but the late decline in tin and cotton 
has made further progress, without any return of confidence on the part 
of buyers being perceptible at the present reduced rates. Moat other 
leading articles remain in a healthy position. 

Correre.—a quiet tone continucs to prevail in the market, and prices 
are barely supported. Many numbers of the late trading Company’s 
February public sale continued to be offered at the sule’s prices, Tramsac- 
tions have been closed of the following shipments of private importation, 
viz. :—150 bags Java, ex Philips van Marnix, at 374c. to 40c.; 300 bags 
do., ex County of Berwick, at 333c. to 364c. ; 438 bags Macassar, ex- 
Gerardina Wilhelmina, at 33}c. to 35c. The March sale of the Nether- 
lands Trading Company will take place here on the 22nd inst., and will 
comprise 102,400 bogs Java, Menado, Padang and Macassar. 

Corton remains dull, under the influence of lower quotations wired 
from America, and the continuance of heavy receipts at the shipping 
ports. Several parcels of North American afloat changed hands at a 
further decline of 1}c. to 2c., in which proportion some parcels on the 
spot have algo been disposed of. Some busincss has likewise been doing 
in East India for February-March shipment, from Bombay, at a reduction 
at lec. to 2c. 

SuGAR.—The trade in raw and refined rules quietly, but prives re- 
nain unaltered. A small business only has been doing in raw at rather 
iirmer rates,and refined has only been in request for early delivery. 

The Trading Company’s firet public sale of Sugar for this season is to 
take place at Amsterdam on the 29th inst., comprising about 44,000 
baskets Java, stored in our different ports, The directors of the Nether- 
lands Trading Company have abolished the allowances heretofore granted 
of 1 per cent. good weight and 1 per cent. discount, whilst, instead of 
allowing 12 per cent. for tare of the baskets, only 8 per cent. will be de- 
ducted, and for hogsheads and mats int the same proportion. This gives 
an alteration in the price of about f.24 per 100 kilo. 

Tea.—I have to report the arrival for our market of the Margaret

In the “Legal Intelligence” in our last issue an important 
Bankruptcy case came before the acting Chief Jtidge on appeal, 
involving # claim by the Chartered Mercantile Bank of Indin, 
London and China, upon the estate of the bankrupt, W. F. Howe. 
By the decision it is now laid down that the holder of an unpaid 
bill collaterally secured by shipping documents has a right to 
rank for dividend upon the acceptor’s estate for the full amount 
of the acceptance, irrespective of the value of the security, until 
he has received from both sources 20s in the pound. 

Tenders for £400,000 in bills on India have been received at tho 
Bank of England, and the amounts allotted wete—to Calcutta, 
£298,000; to Bombay, £100,000 ; and t6 Madraa, 22,000 The 
minimum price was fixed as before at 1s. 10}d. on all the Pre- 
sidencies, and tenders on Calcutta and Madras at 1s. 10$d. will 
receive about 12 per cent. ; on Bombay, at 1s. 10§d., about 97 per 
cent., and those above in full. These results show no alteration 
in the demand for means of remittance to the East.

Although it has beett denied that the Suez Canal is likely to 
pass into the hands of English capitalists, we hive reason to be- 
leve that negotiations will shortly be entered into with a view to 
its transfer. The Duke of Sutherland, Lord Stafford, Mt. Pender 
and others during the time they have been in the vicinity have 
been up to Cairo, and paid a visit to the Viceroy. The officers of 
the Duke's yacht, while passing through, the canal, were engaged 
in taking soundings.

and Co., the accountants, at £304,828, and the assets at £155,088. 
ft was resolved that the proceedings in bankruptoy shall be con- 
tinued, and that the business shall be carried on by two trustees, 
under the supervision of a committee of five creditors. 

Mestrs. W. 9. Lorrain and Gillespie, of Glasgow, announce that 
Mr. James William Gillespic, son-in-law of the late senior partner 
has been admitted into the Glasgow, Penang, and Batavis firms. 

The Russian Steam Navigation Company are now despatching 
from Odessa the Tehikhatchof,, of 2,000 tons, for Shanghai and 
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Hankow, calling at intermediate ports. The statement of her 
cargo will appear in our next. The company expect her to return 
to Odessa with the new Season’s tea, to be forwarded on to the 
fair at Nijni Novgorod, which has been hitherto supplied by over- 
land caravan from China, and generally reputed to turn out in 
better condition than the sea-borne tea.

The Hoek van Holland, Versteg, from Sunderland to Batavia, was 
in collision at Falmouth, Mar. 1U, and sustained damage to bulwarks, 
mizenmast, &c., and had standard compass smashed. 

The Madras, Fleming, which sailed from the Clyde, Mar. 2, for 
Galle, put back to Greenock, 10, with rudder-head gone, and reported 
leaky ; she has since been towed to Port Glasgow. 

A telegram received from Galle, dated 10th March, 8.50 a.m., states 
that the Palmerston is embedded in hard sand and coral, at the outer 
edge of the breakers, with ten feet of water forward and fifteen aft; 
she is much hogged and apparently bilged, and it is impossible to 
eave her ; the lower hold is submerged and the remaining cargo must 
be destroyed by manure and water; it is considered that further 
salvage would not repay the expense, and immediate sale is recom- 
mended.
